Finishing The Work

Our Finishing the Work campaign is thirty-three weeks into the three year monthly giving (through 
August 1 6, 2009). Our pledges totaled $ 1 ,357,1 03 composed of $574,028 in up-front gifts and 
$783,075 over three years (weekly, monthly, annual and special pledges). 

To date we have received $71 1,424 consisting of $580,493 up-front gifts and $130,931 toward the 3 
year total. Percentage-wise, we have received 52% of the total pledged, 101% of pledged up-front 
gifts, and 17% of the 3 Year total pledge. Using the three-year time (target = 33/156) we are 21% 
into the campaign. Using the pledged up-front and time target percentage of the three year total 
we are 55% into the campaign dollar-wise.

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Lead Where You Are: 
The Leadership Summit 2009

I had the privilege of attending this year's Leadership Summit. It was an incredible opportunity 
to hear from a wide range of individuals. Following the Summit, I asked some of Lakeshore's 
leaders what had an impact on them and how it might influence their ministry. Here are some 
of the responses: 

"Dave Gibbons talked about how we have to change the dynamic of 'our' churches. We need to 
be third culture leaders that focus on the fringe, the misfits - not the masses. He mentioned that 
Jesus was on the fringe and look at the HUGE ministry he evolved. Being a third culture leader is 
not easy, actually requires painful adaptation. The thing that got me the most was how in prayer 
a lot of us don't necessarily believe in the power of the Holy Spirit ... we need to change that."

"I found the Summit extremely beneficial to me as a leader at LCC as well as a leader in my pro- 
fessional life. As our LCC Lead Team continues to develop our Strategic Plan, I'm hoping that 
we will take what we learned over the last two days and really focus on them. As an example, 
some questions we should be asking ourselves (per Bill Hybels): 

Are our absolute key positions filled? 

Are these positions filled with the right people? 

Are we developing back-up people for these positions? 

"When talking about strategy, Hybels challenges us to not invent a good strategy but to reinvent 
our current strategy. Dave Gibbons tells us to forget about creating a vision, we already have a 
vision: Love God and love your neighbor . . . let's build a strategy around continually achieving 
that vision. 

"Chip and Dan Heath instruct us to focus on what's going well on our teams, not on the things 
that are bad that we can't do anything about. I like that suggestion and plan to heed their ad- 
vice."

"I was particularly drawn to Harvey Carey in Session 4: Against All Odds. I can't get past his anal- 
ogy on going to watch a football game and all the team does is huddle and then leave the sta- 
dium. He was stressing the need for us to get out of the church and into the community where 
people in need live. 

"I have been personally involved in Celebrate Recovery for over 4 years. This ministry is very 
close to my heart and has built onto my belief foundation and relationship with God. While I 
believed in miracles, I never saw the miracles until God opened my eyes and heart in Celebrate 
Recovery. I see everyday simple miracles of people seeing themselves with new eyes and de- 
pendent on our Savior. People often arrive timid and turn into self-assured people through 
God's grace and blessings to work on their hurts, habits or hang-ups. 

"While Celebrate Recovery is a program with open doors, I heard Pastor Carey tell me I need to 
go out into the community to help those that either don't know about CR or are unable to get to 
a CR program. I need to get out of the huddle and bring this program to women in need of God 
in their life and walk with them through steps on creating life change. 

"And so in the next six months I hope to formulate plans to spread word about this program to 
our community and actually bring the program to the women in need. I ask for your prayers as I 
start this endeavor."

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LCC Announces 
New Singles Ministry

I filled out a comment card one Sunday morning, committing to help start a Singles Ministry 
here at Lakeshore. After discussions with Pastor Vince, Lakeshore staff, elders, singles (and for- 
mer singles), a Lakeshore Singles Ministry is coming to life. 

The mission and vision of the ministry are taking shape and the goal is to develop spiritually 
strong singles through social activities, outreach, groups and teaching. The next step is to as- 
sign a pastor or elder to provide oversight and guidance to the group. 

The Singles Ministry will serve all ages of adults who are single by "choice, chance, change or 
circumstance," by recognizing the unique needs and opportunities of ministry to, with and 
for single adults. Lakeshore already has a Young Adult Ministry ("The Nugget") that ministers to 
people in their twenties. The Singles Ministry will focus on single adults over the age of thirty, 
although twenty-something singles would be welcome to participate. The unique mission of 
the Singles Ministry will complement, rather than compete with, other Lakeshore ministries by 
focusing on single adults. 

If you are a single adult, this will be an excellent opportunity to connect to other singles, the 
community, and the Church while growing in your spiritual walk. 

We will start with a singles community group for the upcoming series "Just Walk Across the 
Room" that will meet four Saturday evenings in September and October (sign up at the Com- 
munity Group table in the lobby). Building on that momentum, the Singles Ministry will con- 
tinue to hold regular Saturday meetings and the first few get-togethers will be "working" 
meetings to discuss and develop our vision. 

Initially we will emphasize fellowship and getting to know each other. Then we will grow 
slowly and naturally, allowing the members and leaders to define the group's personality and 
purpose. 

Lakeshore invites singles to experience fellowship, develop healthy friendships, and grow spiri- 
tually within this new ministry.

I attend a weekly community Bible study group for women. Part of our 
assignment one week was to answer the question; "How would you want people 
to remember you?" We had one week to think about it. I needed every second of 
that week as I thought of the people who knew me, and wondered about their 
varied responses. 

We met that Wednesday morning and the brave opened first with their stories. 
I was impressed with the truth and humility of the group. These women, young 
and old, from different backgrounds and life skills, laid bare their personal 
struggles and successes. There was a common thread among the stories being 
woven into a colorful fabric of life. It was love: love of family, others, and most 
assuredly God. 

One woman, Alice, told how she hoped she would be remembered. It was 
something one of her academically challenged students had said to her. Many 
years after teaching him music at School Number 1 6 in the city of Rochester, he 
went looking for her at her new position at the Hochstein School of Music. 
Surprised, she asked this young man how he knew she was there. His reply was, 
"I went to School 1 6 and could feel you in the walls of the school. I had to find 
you to tell you." That statement grabbed me and I ran it over and over in my 
mind. Alice poured her prayers, her heart and soul into her music and students 
so fervently that one young man believed the building and the teacher to be one. 
He was confident she was there and he walked into her space to seek her. 

I think of her story often. I can only wonder what our lives and our world would be 
like if we were to walk daily with Jesus filling the walls of our hearts. Just to know 
that we could walk into any situation, no matter how frightening or challenging, 
with the faith that our Lord is with us, gives me great comfort. Who would we 
touch?
